Labor-saving ideas submitted by 
union workers are providing a tre- 
mendous impetus to output of war 
materials, the war production board 
revealed, as it announced a series 
of awards to these workers. 


Ten of the employes were singled 
out by the board for special white 
house honors, and 58 others are to 
receive certificates of merit or let- 
ters of honorable mention. The 
suggestions in all cases came from 
war plants where workers have 
been taken into partnership 
through labor-management produc- 
tion committees. 

Lauding the employes as “think- 
ers for victory,’ whose ideas con- 
stitute “America’s secret weapon in 
the battle for freedom,” the board 
declared their suggestions are sav- 
ing millions of man-hours of labor. 

In some instances, the board said, 
the workers’ idea boosted the rate 
of production on certain war items 
by as much as 500 per cent. 

“The suggestions, as submit- 
ted by the workers, are ‘plowed 
back’ into industry, to give all 
war plants the full advantage 
of any good production idea de- 
veloped and proved in any indi- 
vidual ar ” the board added.

Start- 
ing January 1, 1943, exactly five per 
cent of your pay, after deducting 
exemption of $12.00 weekly, 
withheld by the employer, 
which will be turned over to the 
treasury department, and credited 
to your account, 

If you can prove at the end of 
1943 that you have purchased war 
bonds or some form of insurance, | 
you may receive credit for 25 per | 
cent if you are single and 40 per | 
cent if you are married. The other | 
portion will be credited to you and | 
returned a year after the war. 

The victory tax is to be in force | 
only for the duration. |

Secretary of Labor Perkins has 
issued a statement that building 
construction will taper off to such 
an extent next year that a million 
workers will become available for 
other war employment. This is 
more than the total number of new 
workers who will be required in 
shipbuilding. Employment on pri- 
vately financed construction is ex- 
pected to drop to an average month- 
ly level of only 290,000 or approxi- 
mately 40 per cent of the 1942 
average, Labor requirements for 
publicly financed construction will 
decline to a monthly average of 
750,000 which is only 60 per cent 
of the labor input on such projects 
during 1942. 

Anytime after the first of the | 
new year, at the convenience of the 
members, they can contribute their 
one hour’s pay per month for the 
year of 1943 to the Oakland area 
war chest fund covering Alameda 
county. There has been some slight

Advised By State Federation 


Time and again the state federa- 
tion of labor has advised all in- 
jured workers not to accept in- 
formal awards issued by the indus- 
trial accident commission in cases 
where they have sustained perma- 
nent injuries, without first taking 
the matter up with their union 


representatives and, whenever pos- , 
sible, with an attorney who under- | 


stands the practices and procedures 
before the industrial accident com- 
mission. The tremendous increase 
in production and the tempo of 
production to meet war needs has 
naturally resulted in an unheard of 
increase in the number of indus- 
trial accidents. The federation feels, 
therefore, that a renewed warning 


on this very important point is in| 
order. 
Informal awards are unofficial 


notifications by the industrial acci- 
dent commission advising the in- 
jured employe and the insurance 
carrier of the percentage of such 
permanent disability and the num- 
ber of weeks’ compensation that 
such injured employe should receive 
for such disability. In the main, 
these awards are based upon a re- 
port submitted by a doctor em- 
ployed by an insurance company. 
In some instances the doctors con- 
nected with the commission’s med- 
ical department make an examina- 
tion, but that examination is usually 


not very thorough, since the com- 
mission has not the facilities to 
permit such doctors to make a 


complete physical examination.

Canada Opens 
War On High 
Living Costs 


A direct attack on rising costs of 
living has been launched by the 
Canadian government. Tea for con- 
sumers is now reduced in price by 
10 cents per pound, coffee 4 cents, 
and oranges substantially lowered 
over December 1 prices. 

By the new year, the “cut” in 
prices for oranges will be 10 cents 
a dozen and milk prices will be re- 


! duced by 2 cents a quart. 


The scheme within the next 12 
months will cost the Dominion 
treasury 40 millions in subsidies 
and tax remissions. This is a mere 
“bagatelle,” officials say, compared 
with foodstuffs subsidies being paid 
by the British and New Zealand 
governments, 

Finance Minister Isley told the 
house of commons he’d be willing 
to spend “hundreds of millions” to 
head off an inflationary spiral of 
prices in Canada. Britain is doing 
the same thing at a cost of $600,- 
000,000 a year, he declared. 

Later on, Mr. Ilsey said, he hoped 
that on January 1, 1943, the cost-of- 
living index would be about the 
same as November 1, 1942, and 
that was 17.7 per cent above the 
level at the start of the war. 

In October, the index went up 
eight-tenths of a point. This will 
not change the cost-of-living bonus 
that is paid workers in most Cana- 
dian industries. 

These payments are adjusted 
every three months, with the next 
change effective February 15th. 
There will be no boost at that time, 
unless it can be shown that during 
the preceding quarter living costs 
have gone up 1 per cent.
